Since we are out in the 
woods I run around with 
just my shorts on quite a bit. 
Therefore I’m getting a good 
tan for this Texas sun is hot. 
I heard that you have been 
having some pretty warm 
weather at home too. 

I suppose all of you have 
been pretty busy the last few 
weeks. I know it isn’t any 
fun with all that work. 

Since the invasion has 
started maybe the war won’t 
last too long now. I look 
forward to being home 
sometime in 45. 

Well that is about all I 
know for now so I’ll close. 
Be good and maybe I’ll see 
you before too long. So long 
and good luck.

The passing of Floyd Wills, 
how I knew him 


My first recollection of 
Floyd was at the cook-out 
which the Pendleton County 
Board of Education spon¬ 
sored to get acquainted with 
me as its newly appointed 
superintendent. It was held 
at the Clubhouse at the 
Pendleton Country Club 
and Floyd Wills was the 
“engineer,” who oversaw the 
roasting of a hog near where 
the scoreboard sits today. I 
shook lots of hands that day, 
but I particularly remember 
shaking Floyds for he was 
missing some fingers on his 
right hand. So was I, and we 
immediately bonded as we 
discussed how we had lost 
our digits. 

Of course, Floyd was in 
charge of buildings and 
grounds, and thus began a 
congenial and pleasant work 
and personal relationship 
that extended years beyond 
my tenure. Floyd was an 
electrician by trade, but he 
was also a mechanical genius. 
He could handle nearly any 
problem that surfaced in 
keeping our buildings func¬ 
tioning effectively. He 
seemed to know where every 
pipe was buried, where every 
circuit was strung, when 
every unit needed servicing. 

I suggested to Floyd one 
day that he should write 
down what he knew about 
the buildings and grounds 
for his successor. He said 
that he had no plans to 
retire, so he ignored my sug¬ 
gestion. And, I never fol¬ 
lowed up for things worked 
smoothly, and it was simpler 
to “Go get Floyd,” when a 
problem arose than to shuf¬ 
fle through a mountain of 
drawings and diagrams. 
Floyd was a man of action 
who would grab four or five 
tools and have a problem 
corrected while others would 
still be analyzing where to 
begin. 

Buildings and grounds 
supervisors can be difficult 
to work with for they typi¬ 
cally do not tolerate ambigu¬ 
ity well for they deal with 
concrete problems that 
require concrete solutions. 
Humans cause problems for 
their conduct of business. 


But Floyd was one of the 
best when it came to getting 
along with the human spe¬ 
cie. One story will illustrate. 

I received a call from one 
of our elementary schools 
that an air-conditioning unit 
was malfunctioning. Floyd 
was in the central office at 
the time and I asked him to 
investigate. Less than forty 
minutes later he had 
returned. I asked him for a 
status report. He replied that 
he had fixed it. “Tell me 
how,” I queried. 

“I know the lady who 
was complaining about how 
hot the room was. So, I went 
to the thermostat and tin¬ 
kered with it. Then, I went 
down the hall to check on 
another problem. When I 
returned about 15 minutes 
later, she said, ‘“Oh, Floyd, 
you are so wonderful, for it is 
so nice and cool in here, 
now” 5 

“So it was a problem with 
the thermostat?” 

“No,” he said, “The ther¬ 
mostat was not wired to the 
air conditioner!” He grinned 
and so did I. 

Therefore, one of the 
strongest assets of Floyd was 
his knowledge and under¬ 
standing of various person¬ 
alities with whom he worked, 
perhaps of more conse¬ 
quence than his technical 
knowledge which was 
immense. I do not recall a 
single incident of a faculty, 
staff or student who com¬ 
plained about his work or his 
deportment. To be sure, 
there was some good natured 
rivalry among the cooks at 
the various schools as to who 
could entice him to eat lunch 
at their school more fre¬ 
quently. I heard a cook say, 
“Floyd, I need my hug!” 
And, he obliged and went on 
his way, she sighing as if to 
say, “This is the way men 
ought to treat women!” 

And, speaking of hugs, 
my wife Janice came home 
one day after she had been 
working at the Youth Fair on 
the campus of Southern Ele¬ 
mentary. I asked her how her 
day had gone and she replied, 
“Okay,” but then she bright¬ 
ened as she further reflected, 


“I meant to tell you that I 
got a hug from Floyd!” 

I replied, “Don’t feel that 
you are special for he hugs a 
lot of the lady folk with 
whom he works! He’s an old 
man, and they seem to like 
it, and he often gets an extra 
piece of pie from many of 
them.” 

Interestingly, Floyd was 
one of the most energetic 
members of our staff, often 
the first one to open the 
Central Office. On occasion, 
I would go in early and 
always found that Floyd was 
already there, reading the 
daily newspaper before going 
about his daily responsibili¬ 
ties. 

I remember an incident 
that occurred during the last 
year of my tenure. We had 
divided the county into four 
quadrants and surveyed the 
staff for representatives who 
lived in each of these quad¬ 
rants to check the roads 
when there was a question as 
to whether we would have 
school. Then the four repre¬ 
sentatives would meet with 
the Transportation Director 
to compare notes before he 
made the decision. Floyd 
volunteered to be one of 
these representatives. He 
said, “I am up any way and 
the task doesn’t demand any 
thing that I don’t already 
do.” 

His funeral was a joyous 
one for he had lived a rich 
life of service to his fellow 
man and his church and his 
family. N-i-n-e-t-y s-e-v-e-n 
y-e-a-r-s... still driving to 
Falmouth to get his newspa¬ 
per. Still living alone...by 
choice. No bad illness. I talk¬ 
ed with him by phone 
recently and he could hear 
distinctly and his mind was 
still sharp! What a way to go! 

I remember that Floyd 
and the late Charlie Lem¬ 
mon used to compete with 
each other as to who would 
produce the first vine-rip¬ 
ened tomato of the season. 
“They would lie and cheat to 
get the upper hand,” so said 
Jimmy Godman who refer¬ 
eed the contest. “I suspect 
that they are doing the same 
...Up there!”
